Those who had the freedom of the bat- 
tle lines the last four weeks had 
glimpses of the youthful and scholarly 
features of Sir Douglas, in a passing 
automobile on dusty roads, thick with 
moving troops and transport and again 

of his athietic figure, alighting from 

his car at the headquarters of one of 
the army commanders for a conference. 
But mostly his time is spent in a quiet 
rcom in a small chateau, which is his 
personal headquarters. 

In the center of this room, where he 
talked with the Associated Press cor- 
respondent today, was a raised map of 
the region of the offensive, with every 
detail, roads, woods, villages, trenches, 
ridges and valleys, and all the contours 
was revealed at a glance. The only other 
visible machinery of command were 
little sheets of reports which come from 
the firing line through the curtains of 
shell fire, giving the situation at in- 
tervals in every sector of the front. 

First Year’s Problema, 

“The problem of the first summer’s 
campaign and thre second for the allies, ’ 
he said, ‘“‘was to hold the Germans from 
forcing a decision with their ready num- 
ber of men, guns and shells. Whether it 


} was the able generalship and heroism of 


the French on the Marne, the dogged 
retreat of the little. British force 
from Mons, the stubborn resistance 
of the French and British to the Ger- 
man effort for the channel ports, the 
Russian retreat last summer, Belgium’s 
or Servia’s sacrifice, Italy's stone-wall- 
ing against Austria’s offensive, or 
France's immortal deferis’e of Verdun, 
the purpose was always to gain time for 
preparations necessary to take the of- 
fensive away from the enemy.”’ 

He mentioned the days of Ypres in 
the fall of 1914, when the British had not 
battalions where they have divisions now 
and fought with flesh and blood against 
superior gunfire. Since he took com- 
mand of the army, which he had to train 
and form, his favorite word had been 
‘“‘patience”’ to his subordinates and call- 
ers. 

“Our unpreparedness at the start of 
the war, due to its unexpectedness, is 
no secret,”” he continued. “While 
France, which had a great national 
army and universal service, was giving 
all her strength, we had to begin build- 
ing from the bottom. The majority of 
our best regular officers had been kiiled 
or wounded in the early fighting. With 
the remainder as a nucleus to drill and 
crganize the yolunteers, who were raw 
but had the spirit, we undertook to cre- 
ate an army of millions, which we of- 
ficered largely by men of no military 
experience, to fight the German army, 
with its # years’ of preparation, we 
had to make uniforms before the men 
who had enlisted could be taken out of 
civilian garb, to build rifle plants before 
we could arm our recruits, to build 
guns and munition factories before we 
had artillery. 

Stonewalling in France, 

“Meanwhile we had to keep on stone- 
walling in France, with such troops as 
we had ready against the prepared 
foe, whose blows were the sturdier in 
hie efforts for a decision owing to his 
realization that time was against him. 
Now the army has had its first practical 
experience in attack on a large scale.” 

After his plans were made and the 
order given to advance on July 1, he 
could only await news of the results 
in this quiet room with its atmosphere 
of detachment. There was no change in 
his imperturbability in the half hour’s 
suspense before the first definite in- 
formation arrived out of the manéle of 
shell smoke and confusion into which 
the infantry charged over a _ 1i16-mile 
front. 

When night came he listened to the 
reports of his subordinates, made plans 
for the morrow and gave directions of 
eS 


bearing heavy 
Wherever sacrifice of life was neceA- 
gary, to’'the end the new army men 
have born it without wavering and in 
a manner worthy the best traditions of 
the Anglo-Saxon race when it has had 
to fight for. principles associated with 
its history the world over. 

“When her navy held England safe 
from invasion, it was principle which 
led these men—all volunteers—to fight 
on soil which is not their own. They 
realize the preparedness, discipline and 
autocratic organization of the enemy, 
which stood for militarism abhorrent to 
them.’’ 

Turning to the map, he put his finger 
first on Pozieres and then on Delville 
Wood, where the British incessant 
struggle has gained precious ground, and 
said: 

“Our men, after they had conquered 
the maze of trench fortifications 
which the Germans had been a year 
end a half in building, have fought 
under field conditions digging what 
covers they could, withstanding coun- 
ter-attacks, with all the stubbornness 
ot the regulars at Ypres, continuing 
to advance, pitting their skill, cour- 
age and resource against those of an 
army with 40 years of preparation. 
Their confidence that as man to man, 
with equally good artillery support 
they were the superior of the Ger- 
tnan, has. been justified by the event. 

The Great Moral Value. 

‘If we had gained less ground, if 
we had not in conjunction with the 
French inflicted heavier losses on the 
enemy than our own and had not 
given a vital blow to his morale, our 
offensive would have been worth 
while for its benefit to our morale. 
Cur men ask only to keep on attack- 
ing. They feel that they have the 
measure of the Germans. 

‘In relation to our losses they have 
been severe in the instance of some 
units, whose steadiness in the face of 
a most galling fire has insured reliance 
on the others under a similar test. I 
may say that the total for the month 
of Julv to date, in the midst of a con- 
tinuous offensive, has been less than 
five times the total in June, when we 
were in our trenches. 

‘But you have been able to see these 
things for yourself as a correspondent. 
Your pass will take you into the front 
line at Pozieres or Delville Wood, to 
any headquarters, from that of a bat- 
talion to that of any army, or wher- 
ever you please.” 

Then Sir Douglas Haig referred to 
the character of the German army and 
of the British army revealed by the 
fighting of the last four weeks: 

“The British soldier, used to thinking 
for himself, recognized the stubborn 
task before him, but the German, do- 
cile in his obedience and taking his su- 
periors without question, was led to 
believe that the offensive of our new 
army, which was not taught by their 
kind of discipline and was therefore in- 
officient, could not be formidable. When 
we followed the breach in their first 
line with a breach in their second, the 
shock of our success was accordingly 
the greater to their minds. For the first 
time German officers, who were taken, 
admitted that Germany was beaten. One 
of them, who was on his way to England 
and had glimpses of our reserve camps 
in France, said that he had been told 
that the British had only a fringe of 
troops on the front line, and once our 
attack was repulsed they could go 
through to the coast and end the war.” 

Finally, in expressing the situation, Sir 
Douglas indulged in a Scotch phrase: 

“Facts are chiels that winna ding,” 
and continued: 

“The third year of the war will be the 
allies’ year. No less than France, now 


| that we are ready, we shall give all 


the strength there is {in us to drive the 
invader from her soil and that of Bel- 
gium. England will not achieve her full 
strength on land, however, until next 
summer. 

“All those who believe that our cause 
is the cause of civilization may rest as- 
sured that this army has no thought 
except to go on delivering blow after 
blow until we have won that victory by 
force of arms which will insure an en- 
during peace."

Upon receiving reports from Robert 
Wood, a United States customs’ inspec- 
tor, that the bandits who had com- 
mitted numerous depredations on the 
Mexican side of the frontier recently 
had crossed the border, six men of 
¥F Troop, Eighth United States Cavalry, 
and a hospital corps orderly, under 
Lieut. Charles Telford, with Wood and 
Customs Inspector Bean, rode to an 
abandoned abode hut where the Mexi- 
cans were in hiding. 

Carranza Men Aid Americans. 

After being surrounded, the#bandits 
opened fire from the building and ad- 
joining outhouses, killing Wood, Pri- 
vate John Twoney and wounding Sersgt. 
Lewis Thompson in the shoulder. Bean, 
fearing that the Mexicans would eés- 
cape the small American detachment, 
called upon the Carranzista commander 
on the opposite side of fe fiver. He 
responded with a score of soldiers, 
crossing the river into the United States 
to cut off the outlaws’ retreat. This 
was the first time Carranzista soldiers 
co-operated with.Americans in pursuit 
of bandits on American soil. 

After killing three of the five Mexi- 
cans, however, two remaining bandits 
eluded both the American and Carran- 
zista detachments and made their way 
across the river to the Mexican side, 
followed by the. Mexican Government 
soldiers, who are pursuing them into the 
desert to the south. 

Private Francis E. Sheain of Balti- 
more, Md., of the hosiptal corps, who 
brought Sergt. Thompson to the Fort 
Bliss hospital made a personal report 


to Gen. Bell. 
“We left Hancock at 4 o'clock this 


morning,’’ said Sheain, ‘‘with a detach- 
ment of six cavalrymen, besides myself, 
Lieut. Telford and the two customs in- 
spectors, Wood and Bean. 

“After riding southeast about five 
miles, we came to/a hut on a rough 
mesa, covered with willow and mesquite, 
near the river. Here two of the cav- 
alrymen dropped behind as horse hold- 
ers and the rest of us went on afoot. 
Inspector Wood, Sergt. Thompson and 
Private Twoney were sent off to the 
right and Inspector Bean and Privates 
Stofko, Kaufman and myself went to 
the left. 

Man Appears in Watchea House. 

“We lay under mesquite bushes fo 
awhile, watching the house, but could 
see no sign of life. Then we moved up 
within about 25 yards. A dog came 
out at the back door and pretty soor 
I saw a man’s back. 

‘Bean moved up to the house, and 
the rest of us followed. He called out 
something in Spanish and an old man 
came out and answered. Bean told us 
a bandit was in there. 

“At that moment I heard the click of 
a shell being slipped into a gun. I 
jumped around the corner of the hut. 
A big Mexican with bandolieres swuny 
across his shoulders stepped out quickly 
and raised his gun at Wood. I tried to 
beat him to it and so did Wood, but he 
fired a second too soon and Wood fell. 
The Mexican fell at my first shot and 
I finished him with a second. 

“I dropped back and began firing at 
the house and the two adobe _ sheds, 
when I heard Thompson cry: ‘They’ve 
got me, doc.’ 

“I dragged Thompson behind a bush 
and stanched a wound in his shoulder 
which was bleeding badly. Then I 
heard Bean down at the river yelling 
in Spanish. Soon I saw some Mexican 
troops coming up. 

“* “They're all right, boys,’ yelled Bean. 
‘So I called buenos dias, Amigos’, (good- 
morning, friends) and they answered 
back, signaling with their arms just as 
friendly as if we were meeting in the 
street.

CONSTANTINOPLE, Aug. 1.—An offi-

INTENSE HEAT OPPRESSES 
SOLDIERS ALONG THE SOMME 


WITH THE BRITISH ARMIES IN 
FRANCE, July 31.—The sun rose like 
a ball of flame and the heat was even 
worse today than yesterday. The men 
in the first line, with no dugouts and 
no shade except clouds of shell smoke, 
were exposed to the full blaze, their 
steel helmets feeling as hot as skillets 
off the fire. In front of Guillemont

49 WARSHIPS LOST BY 
ALLIES, BERLIN DECLARES 


BERLIN, by wireless to Sayville, 
Aug. 1.—Forty-nine warships, with an 
aggregate of 562,000 tons, have been lost 
by the entente allies during the war, 
according to statistics given out today 
by the German Admiralty, the figures 
being brought up to June 30 last. 

Of this number, says the statement, 
the British lost # vessels with a ton- 
nage of 485,000. The losses of the Teu- 
tonic allies are given in the statement 
as 30 warships of 162,000 tons in the 
aggregate. The British losses are given 
as comprising 11 battleships, 17 armored 
cruisers and 12 cruisers. Merchant 
ships sunk by the Teutonic allies, ac- 
cording to the statement, number a 
total of 1303, with an aggregate tonnage 
of 2,000,574. 

“During last year,’’ adds the state- 
ment, “38 violations of International law 
committed by enemy merthant ships 
against our submarines have  0»been 
proved. Three times have enemy war- 
ships acted with especially gross dis- 
regard of international law, aside from 
violations of the simplest laws of hu- 
manity in the Baralong and King Ste- 
phen cases. | 

“Finally, it may be stated, the naval 
forces of the entente at the beginning 
of the war were more than three times 
stronger than those of the allies (Teu- 
tonic), while the losses in men of war 
sustained by the entente were three 
times the allied (Teutonic) losses.’

Calls Attitude Wrongheadedness, 


If crimes were committed, we do 
not palliate them. We make no 
defense of Huerta. But the admin- 
istration had nothing to do with the 
moral character of Huerta, if, in fact 
he represented the Government of 
Mexico. We shall never worthily 
prosecute our unselfish aims, or 
serve humanity, by wrong-headed- 
ness. So far as the character of 
Huera is concerned, the hollow- 
ness of the pretensions on this 
score is revealed by the administra- 
tion’s subsequent patronage of Vi1- 
la (whose qualifications as an as- 
sassin are indisputable), whom ap- 
parently the administration was 
ready to recognize had he achieved 
his end and fulfilled what then 
seemed to be its hope. 


The question is not as to the non- 
recognition of Huerta. The admin- 
istration did not content itself with 
refusing to recognize Huerta, who 
was recognized by Great Britain, 
Germany, France, Russia, Spain 
and Japan. The administration un- 
dertook to destroy Huerta, to con- 
trol Mexicab politics, even to deny 
Huerta the right to be a candidate 
for the office of President at the 
election the administration de- 
With what bewilderment 
must the Mexicans have regarded 
our assertion of their right to man- 
age their own affairs! In the sum- 
mer of 1913, John' Lind was dis- 
patched to the City of Mexico ag 
the President's ‘‘personal spokes- 
man and representative’ to the un- 
recognized Huerta in order to de- 
mand that the latter eliminate him- 
self. It was an unjustifiable mis- 
sion, most offensive to a sensitive 
people. John IAnd lingered irri- 
tatingly. The administration con- 
tinued to direct its efforts at the 
destruction of the only Government 
Mexico had. 

“Capture” of Vera Cruz. 

In the spring “of 1914 occurred the 
capture of Vera Cruz Men from 
one of our ships had been arrested 
at Tampico and had been dis- 
charged with an apology. But our 
Admiral demanded a salute, which 
was refused. Thereupon the Presi- 
dent went to Congress, asking au- 
thority to use the armed forces of 
the United States. Without waiting 
for the passage of the resolution. 
Vera Cruz was seized. It appeared 
that a shipload of ammunition for 
Huerta was about to enter that 
port. 

There was a natural opposition to 
this invasion and a battle occurred 
in which 19 Americans and over a 
hundred Mexicans were killed. This, 
of course, Was war. Our dead sol- 
diers were praised for dying fNlke 
heroes in a war of service Later 
we retired from Vera Cruz. 
up this noble warfare. We had not 
obtained the salute which was de. 
manded. We had not obtained 
reparation for affronts. The ship 
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giving. | 


It is most unworthy to slur those 
who have investments in Mexico in 
order to escape a condemnation for 
the nonperformance of this duty. 
There can be no such escape, for 
we have no debate, and there can 
be no debate, as to the existence of 
this duty on the part of our Gov- 
ernment. Let me quote the words 
of the Democratic platform of 1912: 

The constitutional rights of Amer- 
ican citizens should protect them on 
our borders, and go with them 
throughout the world, and every 
American citizen residing or having 
property in any foreign country is 
entitled to and must be given the 
full protection of the United States 
Government, both for himself and 
his property! 

The bitter hatreds aroused by the 
course of the administration multi- 
plied outrages, while our faflure to 
afford protection to our citizens 
evoked the scorn and contemnt of 
Mexicans. Consider the ignominious 
incident at Tampico in connection 
with the capture of Vera Cruz. In 
the midst of the greatest danger to 
the hundreds of Americans congre- 
gated at Tampico, our ships which 
were in the harbor were withdrawn 
and our citizens were saved only by 
the intervention of German officers 
and were taken away by British 
and German ships. 

The official excuse of the Secre- 
tary of the Navy is an extraordinary 
commentary. Our ships, it seems, had 
been ordered to Vera. Cruz: but, as 
it appeared that they were not need- 
ed, the order was rescinded. Then, 
we are told, our Admira! was faced 
with this remarkable dilemma: If 
he attempted to go up the river at 
Tampico and take our citizens con 
board, the word of “aggressive 
action,’’ as the Secretary called it, 
“would have spread to the gur- 
rounding country,” and it was “al- 
most certain that reprisals on 
American citizens. would have fol- 
lowed, and lives would have been 
lost.’’ 

We had so incensed the Mexicans 
that we could not rescue our own 
citizens at Tampico, save at the risk 
of the murder of others. We must 
take Vera Cruz to get Huerta out 
of office and trust to other nations 
to get our own citizens out of peril. 
What a travesty of international 
policy! 

SOmbargo on Arma. 

Destroying the Government of 
Huerta, we left Mexico to the ravy- 
ages of revolution. I shall not at- 
tempt to narrate the sickening 
story of the barbarities committed, 
of the carnival of murder and lust. 
We were then told that Mexico was 
entitled to spill as much blood as 
she pleased tosettle her affairs. 
The administration vacillated with 
respect to the embargo on the ex- 
port of arms and munitions to Mex- 
ico. Under the resolution of 1912 
President Taft had laid such an 
embargo. 

In August, 1918, President Wilson 
stated that he deemed it his duty 
to see that neither side to the 
struggle in Mexico should receive 
any assistance from this side of the 
border and that the export of al] 
arms and munitions to Mexico would 
be forbidden. But in February, 1914, 
the embargo was lifted In April, 
1914, the embargo Was restored, and 
in May, 1914, it Was explained (he em- 
bargo did not apply to America; 
shipments through Mexican ports, 
and ammunition for Carranza was 
subsequently landed at Tampico. In 
September, 1914 fhe embargo 
lifted on exports across the 
thereupon military Supplies 
both Villa and Carranza, 
1915, an embargo Ws declared on 
all exports of arms except to the 
adherents of Carranza.

For three years the Mexican re. 
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guard has 
been ordered out and many thou- 
sands of our citizens have been tak- 
en from their peaceful employ- 
ments and hurried to the Mexigan 
border. The administration was to 
seize and punish Villa for his out- 
rage on our soil. It has not pun- 
ished anyone; we went in only to 
retire, and ‘?ture movements are 
apparertly to be determined by a 
joint commiss’ +n. 


The nation has no policy of ag- 
gression toward Mexico. We have 
no desire for any part of her ter- 
ritory. We wish her to have peace 
stability and prosperity. We should 
be ready to aid her in binding up 
her wounds, in relieving her from 
starvation and distress and-_in giv- 
ing her every practicable way the 
benefits of our disinterested friend- 
ship. 

The conduct of this administra- 
tion has created difficulties which 
we shall have to surmount. We 


In this land of composite popula- 
tion, drawing its strength from ev- 
ery race, the national security de- 
mands that there shall be no pal- 
tering with American rights. The 
greater the danger of decisive in- 
fluences, the greater is the neces- 
sity for the unifying force of a 
just, strong and patriotic position. 
We countenance no covert policies, 
no intrigues, no secret schemes. We 
are unreservedly, devotedly, whole- 
heartedly, for the Unted States. 
That is the rallying point for all 
Americans. 
stand for the unflinching mainte- 
nance of all American rights on

We have had a clear and definite 
mission as a great neutral nation. 
It was for us to maintain the in- 
tegrity of international law; ta 


vindicate our rights as neutrals; to 


lives of our citizens, 
their property and trade from 
wrongful acts. Putting aside any 
question as to the highest possibili- 
ties of moral leadershg in the 
maintenance and vindication of the 
law of nations in connection with 
the European war, we were entitled 
to the safeguarding of Amertcan 
rights. But this has not been se- 
cured. We have had brave words 
in a series of notes, but despite our 
protests, the lives of Americans 
have been destroyed. What does it 
avail to use some of the strongest 
words known to diplomacy if Am- 
bassadors can receive the impres- 
sion that the words are not to be 
taken seriously? It is not words, 
but the strength and resolution be- 
hind the words, that count. 

The chief function of diplomacy 
is prevention; but in this our di- 
plomacy failed, doubtless because 
of its impaired creatt and the mani- 
fest lack of disposition to back 
words with action. Had this Gov-

shall have to overcome the antl- 
pathy needlessly created by that 
conduct and to develop genuine re- 
spect and confidence. We shall have 
to adopt a new policy, a policy of 
firmness and consistency through 
which alone we can promote an en- 
during friendship. We demand 
from Mexico the protection of the 
lives and the property of our citi- 
zens and thé security of our vorder 
from depredations. 

Much will be gained if Mexico 
is convinced that we contemplate no 
meddlesome interference with what 
does not concern us, but that we 
propose to insist in a firm and can- 
did manner upon the performancs 
of fnternational duties we gbould 
give ungrudging support. A short 
peried of firm, consistent and friend- 
ly dealing will accomplish more than 
many years of vacillation.

mal and formal diplomatic oppor- 
tunities, left no doubt that when we 
said ‘strict accountability’ we 
meant precisely what we said, and 
that we should unhesitatingly vin- 
dicate that position, 1 am confident 
that there would have been no de- 
struction of American lives by the 
sinking of the Lusitania. There 
we had ample notice; in fact, pub- 
lished notice. Furthefmore, we 
knew the situation and we did not 
require specific notice. Instead of 
whittling away our formal state- 
ments by equivocal conversations, 
we needed the straight, direct and 
decisive representations which every 
diplomat and foreign office would 
understand. I believe that in this 
way we should have been spared the 
repeated assaults on American lives. 
Moreover, a firm American policy 
would have been strongly supported 
by our people and the opportunities 
for the development of bitter feeling 
would have been vastly reduced. 

It is a great mistake to say that 
resoluteness in protecting Amer- 
ican rights would have led to war. 
Rather, in that course lay the best 
assurance of peace. Weakness and 
indecision in the maintenance of 
known rights are always sources of 
grave danger; they forfeit respect 
and invite serious wrongs, which, tn 
turn, create an uncontrollable pop- 
ular resentment. That ts not the 
path of national security. Not only 
have we a host of resources short 
of war by which to enforce our just 
demands, but we shall never pro- 
mote our peace by being stronger In 
words than in deeds. We should not 
have found it difficult to maintain 
peace, but we should have main- 
tained peace with honor. During this 
critical period, the only danger of 
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war has lain in the weak course of 
the administration. 

I do not put life and property on 
the same footing, but the adminis- 
tration has not only been remiss 
with respect to the protection of 
American lives; it has been remiss 
with respect to the protection of 
American property and American 
commerce. It has been too much 
disposed to be content with leisure- 
ly diseussion. I cannot now under- 
take tc review the course of events, 
but it is entirely clear that we failed 
to use the resources. at our com- 
mand to prevent injurious action, 
and that we suffered in consequence. 
We have no ulterior purposes, and 
the administration should have 
known how to secure the entire pro- 
tection of every legitimate American 
interest and the prompt recognition 
of our just demands as a neutral 
nation. 


Denounces Alien Intrigues. 


We denounce all plots and con- 
spiracies in the Interest of any for- 
eign nation. Utterly intolerable is 
the use of our soll for alien in- 
trigues. Every American must un- 
reservedly condemn them, and sup- 
port every effort for their suppres- 
sion. But here, also, prompt, vigor- 
ous and adequate measures on the 
part of the administration were 
needed. There should have been no 
hesitation; no notion that it was 
wise and politic to delay. Such an 
abuse of our territory demanded im- 
mediate and thorough-going action. 
As soon as the administration had 
notice of plots and conspiracies it 
was its duty to stop them. It was 
not lacking in resources. Its reapon- 
sibility for their continuance cannot 
be escaped by the condemnation of 
others. 


We are a peace-loving people, but 
we live in a world of arms. We 
have no thought of aggression, and 
we desire to preserve our democratic 
ideals without the wastes of strife. 
So devoted are we to these ideals, 
so intent upon our normal develop- 
ment, that I do not believe that 
there is the slightest danger of mili- 
tarism in this country. Adequate 
preparedness is not militarism. It is 
the essential assurance of security; 
it is a necessary safeguard of peace. 

It is apparent that we are shock- 
ingly unprepared. There is no room 
for controversy on this point, since 
the object leason on the Mexican bor- 
der. All our available regular troops 
(lesa, I belleve, than 40,000), are there 
or in Mexico, and as these have been 
deemed insufficient the entire na- 
tional guard has been ordered out; 
that is, we are summoning practically 
all our movable military forces in 
order to prevent bandit incursions. 
In view of the warnings of the past 
three years, it is Inexcusable that 
we should find ourselves in thie 
plight. For our faithful guardsmen, 
who with a fine patriotism responded 
to this call and are bearing this bur- 
den, I have nothing but praise. Hut 
I thing it little short of absurd that 
we should be compelled to call men 
from their shops, their factories, 
their offices and their professions 
for such a purpose. 

Calling Out of Militia. 

This, however, is notall. The unite 
of the national guard were at peace 
strength. which was only abeont 
one-half the required strength. It 
Was necessary to bring in recruita, 
for the most part raw and oun- 
trained. Only a emall percentage of 
the regiments recruited up te war 
strength will have had even a year’s 
trajning in the national guard, which 
at the maximum means 8 hours of 
military drfiii, and, om the average, 
means much less.

It was said these additions were 
“necessary to render the army ade- 
quate for ite present duties." Fur- 
ther, it was proposed that the arm” 
should be supplemented by a force 
of 400,000 disciplined citizens raised 
in increments of 133,00 a4 ~year, 
through a period of three years, 

At least so much “by way of prep 
aration for defense’’ seemed to the 
President to be “absolutely lmpera- 
tive now."’. He sald “We cannot Jo 
lees." But within two months this 
program was abandoned and the able 
Secretary of War, who had devoted 
himself persistentiy to this impor- 
tant question, felt so keenly the 
change in policy that he resigned 
from the Cabinet. 

Now, the army reorganization bi! 
provides for an army on paper of 
178,000, but, in fact, it provides for 
only 106,000 enlisted men for the line 
of the regular army for the fecal 
year ending June %, 1917, and I am 
informed that for the next fiscal 
year there will be an increase of only 
15,000. The pian for the supplemental 
Federal army completely under Fed- 
eral control was given up. 

We are told that the defects re 
vealed by the present mobilization 
are due to the “system.” But it was 
precisely such plain defects that un- 
der the constant warnings of recent 
years, with the whole world intent 
on military concerns, should have 
been studied and rectified. The ad- 
ministration has failed to discharge 
its responsibilities. Apparently, it is 
now seeking to meet political ext- 
gencies by its naval program. But 
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the prospect of having a regular | 


army which can reasonably protect 
our border, and perform such other 
military service as may be requirgd 
in the absence of a grave emergency. 
I believe, further, that there should 
be not only a reasonable increase in 
the regular army, but that the first 
citizen reserve subject to call should 
be enlisted as a Federal army and 
trained under Federal authority. 
The country demands that our 
military and naval programs shall 
be carried out in a businesslike man- 


ner under the most competent ad-. 


ministrative heads; that we shall 
have an up-to-date preparation; that 
the moneys appropriated -shall be 
properly expended. We should also 
have careful plans for mobilizing our 
industrial resources; for promoting 
research and utilizing the investiga- 
tions of science. 

We are deeply interested in what I 
may term the organization of peace. 
We cherish no illusions. We know 
that the recurrence of war is not to 
be preverited by pious wishes. If the 
conflict of national interests is not to 
be brought to the final test of force 
there must be the development of in- 
ternational organization in order to 
provide international justice and to 
safeguard as far as practicable the 


peace of the world. 


) 


Arbitration treaties are useful with- 
in thelr proper sphere, but it is 
worse than folly to ignore the lim- 
itations of this remedy or to re- 
gard such treaties as an adequate 
means of preventing war. There 
should be an international tribunal to 
decide controversies susceptible of 
judicial determination, thus affording 
the advantage of judicial standards in 
the settlement of particular disputes 
and of the gradual growth of a body 
of judicial precedents. In emphasiz- 
ing the desirability of such a tribunal 
for the disposition of controversies of 
a justiciable sort, it must not be 
overlooked that there are also legis- 
lative needs. We need conferences of 
the nations to formulate international 
rules, to establish principles, to mod- 
ify and extend international law so as 
to adapt it to new conditions, to re- 
move causes of international differ- 
ences. We need to develop the in- 
atrumentalities of conciliation. 

And behind this international organ- 
ization, if it is to be effective, must 
be the co-operation of the nations to 
prevent resort to hostilities before the 
appropriate agencies of peaceful set- 
tlement have been utilized. If the 
peace of the world is to be maintained, 
it must be through the preventive 


power of a common purpose. Without 
this it will still remain not only 
possible, but practicable to. disregard 
international obligations, to override 
the rights of statés, particularly of 
small states, to ignore principle, to 
violate rules. And it is only through 
international co-operation giving a 
reasonable assurance of peace that 
we may hope for the limitation of 
armaments. It is to be expectefl that 
nations will continue to arm in de- 
fense of their respective interests, as 
they are conceived, and nothing will 
avail to diminish this burden save 
some practical guaranty of interna- 
tional order. 

National Isolation Impossible. 

We in this country can and should 
maintain our fortunate freedom from 
entanglements with interests and pol- 
itics which do not concern us. But 
there is no national isolation in the 
world of the twentieth century. If, 
at the close of the present war, the 
nations are ready to undertake prac- 
ticable measures in the common in- 
terest in order to secure international 
justice, we cannot fail to recognize 
éur international duty. The peace of 
the world is our interest, as well as 
the interest of others, and in develop- 
ing the necessary agents for the pre- 
vention of war we shall be glad to 
have an appropriate share. And our 
Preparedness will have proper relation 
to this end, as well as to our own 
immediate security. 

And a policy of adequate prepar- 
edness must constantly have in 
view the necessity of conserving 
our fundamental human interests; 
of promoting the physical well-be- 
ing of our. population, as well as 


education and training; of develop- 


ing to the utmost our economic 
strength and independence. It must 
be based upon a profound sense of 
our unity, and democratic obliga- 
tion. It must not mean the aban- 
fionment of other essential govern- 
mental work, but that we shall 
have, in both, efficiency, and, in 
neither waste or extravagance. We 
should also be sodlicitous, by wise 
pre-vision and conference, to re- 
move, so far as possible, the causes 
of irritation which may in any- de- 
gree threaten friendly relations. 

In our proposals there is, I re- 
peat, no militarism. There is sim- 
ple insistence upon common sense 
in providing reasonable measures 
of security and avoiding the perils 
of neglect. We must have the 
strength of self-respect; a strength 
which contains no threat, but as- 
sures our defense, safeguards our 
rights and conserves our peace. 


Discusses Conditions After War; 
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Says Our Prosperity Is Temporary 


When we contemplate industrial 
and commercial conditions, we see 
that we are living in a fool's para- 
dise. The temporary prosperity to 
which our opponents point has 
been created by the abnormal con- 
ditions incident to the war. With 
the end of the war there will be 
the new conditions determined by a 
new Europe. Millions of men in the 
trenches will then return to work. 


The energies of eacn of the now 


belligerent nations, highly trained, 
will then be turned to production. 
These are days of terrible disci- 
pline for the nations at war, but it 
must not be forgotten that each ts 
developing a national! solidarity, a 
knowledge of method, a realization 
of e¢apacity hitherto unapproachea. 
In each the lessons of co-opera- 
tion now being learned will never 
be forgotten. Friction and waste 


‘nave been reduced to a minimum; 
dabor and capital have a, bétter un- 
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derstanding, business organization 
is more highly developed and more 
intelligently directed than ever be- 
fore. We see in each of these na- 
tions a marvelous national suffi- 
ciency. Let it not be supposed that 
this efficiency will not count when 
Europe, once more at peace, pushes 


its productive powers to the utmost 


limit. 

On the other hand, in this coun- 
try, with the stoppage of the manu- 
facture of munitions, a host of men 
will be turned out of employment. 
We must meet the most severe 
competition in industry. We are un- 
disciplined, defective in organization, 
loosely knit, industrially unprepared. 

Opportunity for Employment. 

Our opponents promised to reduce 
the cost of living. This they have 
failed to do; but they did reduce 
the opportunity of making a liv- 
ing. Let us not forget the condi- 
tions that existed in this country 
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‘ployed.

outbreak of the war. Production 
had decreased, business was lan- 
guishing, new enterprises were not 
undertaken, instead of expansion 
there was curtailment, and our 
streets were filled with the unem- 
It was estimated that in the 
City of New York over 300,000 were 
out of work. Throughout the coun- 
try the jobless demanded relief. The 
labor commissioners of many 
states and our municipal adminis- 
trations devoted themselves to the 
problem of unemployment, while 
the resources of our voluntary char- 
itable organizations were severely 
taxed. ¢ 

What ground is there for expect- 
ing better conditions when the un- 
healthy stimulus of the war has 
spent its force and our industries 
and workingmen are exposed to the 
competition of an energized Eu- 
rope? 

It is plain that we must have pro- 
tective, upbuilding policies. It is 
idle to look for relief to the Demo- 
cratic party, which as. late as 1912 
declared itn its platform that it was 
‘a fundamental principle of the 
Democratic party that the Federal 
Government, under the Constitu- 
tion, had no right or power to im- 
pose or collect tariff duties except 
for the purpose of revenue.”” We 
are told in its present platform that 
there have been ‘‘momentous 
changes” in the past two years, an1 
lence, repudiating its former atti- 
tude, the Democratic party now de- 
clares for a “nonpartisan tariff 
commission.” 

But have the ‘‘momentous 
changes” incident to the European 
war changed ‘the Constitution of 
the United States? Is it proposed 
to use a tariff commission to frame 
a tariff for revenue only? Is the 
opposing party ready to confess 
that for generations it has misrea‘1 
the Constitution? Is that party now 
prepared to accept the protective 
principle? 

Rather, so far as the tariff ig con- 
cerned, it would appear to be with- 
out principle. Witness its action*in 
connection with the sugar duties, 
its reaffirmation of the doctrine of 
a revenue tariff, its dyestuffs pro- 
posal,’ and its formulation in lieu 
of protective duties of an “anti- 
dumping’ provision, the terms of 
which are sufficient to show its in- 
effective character. 

The Republican party stands for 
principle of . protection. We 
must apply that principle fairly, 
without abuses, in as scientific 4% 
manner as possible; and Congress 
should be aided by the investizga- 
tions of an expert body. We stani 
for the safeguarding of our eco- 
nomic independence, for the devel- 
opment of American industry, for 
the maintenance of American 
standards of living. We propose 
that in the competitive struggle 
that is about to come the American 
workingman shall not suffer. 
Republican as “National” Party. 

The Republican party is not 23 
It thinks and plans 
nationally. Its policies are for the 
promotion of the prosperity of ev- 
ery part of the country—South. 
East, North and West. It is not 
simply a question of a wise adjust- 
ment of the tariff in accordance 
with sound principle, but there i 
also the need in other respects for 
stable conditions for commercial 
and industrial progress. If we are 
to meet effectively the conditions 
which will arise after the war is 
over we must put our house in or- 
der. Let it be understood that the 
public right is to be maintained 
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without fear or favor. But let us 
show that we can do this without 
impairing the essential agencies of 
progress. There is no forward 
movement, no endeavor to promote 
social justice, which in the last anal- 
ysis does not rest upon the condi- 
tion that there shall be a stable 
basis for honest enterprise. This 
subject has several {mportant 
phases to which at this time I can 


allude only briefly. 


We should place our. transporta- 
tion system on a sure footing. "We 
should be able wisely to adjust our 
regulative powers so that the fun- 
damental object of protecting the 
public interest can be fully secured 
without uncertainties or conflicts 
and without hampering the develop- 
ment and expansion of transporta- 
tion facilities. This national end may 
be accomplished without the sacrifice 
of any. interest that is essentially 
local, or without weakening public 
control. 

Our present system is crude and 
inadequate. Moreover, in the se- 
vere economic struggle that is before 
us, and in seeking, as we should, 
to promote our productive industries 
and to expand our commerce—notably 
our foreign commerce—we shall re- 
quire the most efficient organiza- 
tion, quite as efficient as that found 
in any nation abroad. There must 
be no unnecessary wastes and no 
arbitrary obstructions, We have de- 
termined to cutout, root and branch, 
monopolistic practices, but we can 
do this without hobbling enterprise 
or narrowing the scope of legitimate 
achievement. 

Again, we must build up our mer- 
chant marine. It will not aid to put 
the Government into competition with 
private owners. That, it seems to 
me, is a counsel_of folly. A surer 
way of destroyitt the promise of 
our foreign trade could hardly be 
devised. It has well been asked: 
Does the Government intend to oper- 
ate at a profit or at a loss? We 
need the encouragement and protec- 
tion of the Government for our 
shipping industry, but it cannot af- 
ford to have the Government as a 
competitor. 

Attitude -Toward Labor. 


We stand for the conservation of 
the just interests of labor. We do 
not desire productioh, or trade, or 
efficiency in either, for its own sake, 
but for .the betterment of the lives 
of human beings. We shall not have 
any lasting industrial prosperity un- 
less we buttress our industrial en- 
deavors by adequate means for the 
protection of health; for the elimi- 
nation of unnecessary perils to life 
and limb; for the safeguarding of 
our future through proper laws for 
protection of women and children in 
industry; for increasing opportuni- 
ties for education and training. We 
should be solicitous to inquire care- 
fully into every grievance, remem- 
bering that there are few. disputes 
which cannot easily be adjusted if 
there be an impartial examination of 
the facts. We make common cause 
in this country, not for a few, but 
for all; and our watchword must be 
co-operation, not exploitation. No 
plans will be adequate save as they 
are instinct with genuine democratic 
sympathy. 

I stand for adequate Federal work- 
men’s compensation laws, dealing 
not only with the employes of Gov- 
ernment, but with those employes 
who are engaged in interstate com- 
merce, and are subject to the haz- 
ard of injury, so that those activi- 
ties which are within the sphere of 
the constitutional authority of Con- 
gress may be dealt with under a suit- 
able law. 


Agriculture. 

We propose to promote by every 
practicable means our agricultural 
interests and we include in this 
program an effective system of rural 
credits. We favor the wise conserva- 
tion of our natural resources. W's 
desire not only that they shall be 
safeguarded, but that they shall be 
adequately developed and used to 
the utmost public advantage. 

We turn to other considerations 
of important policy. One of these is 
our attitude toward the Philip- 
That, I may say, is not a 
question of self-interest. We nave as- 
sumed international obligations 
which we should not perrnit our- 
Selves to evade. A broach of trust 
is not an admissable American pol- 
icy, though our opponents have 
seemed to consider it such. We 
should administer government in 
the Philippines with a full recogni- 
tion of our internatioral duty, with- 
cut partisanship, with the aim of 
maintaining the highest standards 
of expert administration, and in the 
interest of the Filipines. This is a 
matter of national honer. 


Declares for Woman Suffrage. 


[I indorse the declaration in the 
Platform in favor of woman suf- 
frage. I do not consider it necessary 
to review the arguments usually ad- 
vanced on the one side or the other. 
as My Own convictions proceed from 
a somewhat different point of view. 
Some time ago a consideration of 
our economic conditions and tenden- 
cies, of the position of women in 
gainful occupations, of the nature 
and course of the demand, led me to 
the conclusion that the granting of 
suffrage to women is _ inevitable. 
Opposition may delay, but in my 
judgment cannot defeat, this move- 
ment. Nor can I see any advantages 
in the delay which can possibly offset 
the disadvantages which are neces- 
sarily incident to the continued agi- 
tation. 

Facts should be squarely met. We 
shall have a constantly intensified 
effort and a 4istinctly feminist 
movement constantly perfecting its 
organization, to the subversion of 
normal political issuez. We shall 
have a struggle increasing tn bit- 
terness, which I believe to be in- 
imical to our welfare. If women 
are to have the vote, as I believe 
they are, it seems to me entirely 
Clear that tn the interest of the 
public of this country, the contest 
should be ended promptly. I favor 
the vote for women. 

Confronting every effort to im- 
prove conditions, is the menace of 
incompetent administration. .It fs an 
extraordinary notion that democracy 
can be faithfully served by Inexper<- 
ness. Democracy needs exact know!- 
ede, special skill and thorough 
trrining in its servants. Y have al- 
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proper standards, in numerous in- a national convention for the party | 


stances, in appointments to the diplo- 


matic service. Unfortunately, there 
has been a similar disregard of ae 
ecutive responsibility in appointmen 
to important administrative 
tions in our domestic service. a 
with respect to technical pureau 
the demands of science have nee 
compelled to yield to the demands 0 
olitics. 
We have erected against importu- 
nities of spoilsmen the barriers oe 
the civil service law, but, under oe 
present administration, enactmen 
providing for the creation of larg® 
numbers of places have been os 
liberately removed from me vil 
system. The principle of our cl 
service laws has been shameless- 
ly violated. We stand for fidelity 
to these principles and their con- 
sistent application. And, further, it 
is our purpose that administrative 
chiefs shall be men of special com- 
petence eminently qualified for 
their important work. 

For Budget System. 

Our opponents promised economy, 
but they have shown @& reckless ©X- 
travagance. They have been waste- 
ful and profligate. It is time that 
we had fiscal reform. We demand 
a simple, businesslike budget. I be- 
lieve it is only through & responsi- 
ble budget, proposed by the execu- 
tive, that we shall avoid financial 
waste and secure proper administra- 
tive efficiency and a well-balanced 
consideration of new administrative 
proposals. 

We live in a fateful hour. In a 
true sense the contest for the pres- 
ervation of the nation is never ended. 
We must still be {mbued with the 
spirit of heroic sacrifice which gave 
us our country and brought us 
safely through the days of civil war. 
We renew our pledge to the ancient 
ideals of individual liberty, of op- 
portunity denied to none because of 
race or creed, of unswerving loyal- 
ty. We have a vision of America pre- 
pared and secure; strong and just; 
equal to her tasks; an exemplar of 
the capacity and efficiency of a free 
people. I indorse the platform adopt- 
ed by the convention and accept its 
nomination.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 1.—With the 
apparent intention of closing the negzo- 
tiations in which the United States has 
endeavored unsuccessfully to secure 
permission to send Red Cross supplies 
through the allied blockade lines into 
Germany and Austria, the allied gov- 
ernments have submitted through Am- 
bassador Page at London a detailed 
summary of their reasons for refusing 
such permission. 

The communication, handed to the 
Ambassador by the British Foreign Of- 
fice and made public by the State De- 
partment, declares passage of such 
supplies ‘“‘has been forbidden in the case 
of every blockade established in the 
past;” and suggests that if the Amer- 
joan people really desire to send relief 
supplies into the Teutonic countries they 
can find a way by financing Red Cross 
hospital units to take the places of those 
whose recent withdrawal led the allies 
to impose the restriction against ship- 
ments.

RUSSIAN ENTENT 


Belief Strong That the Agree- 
ment Contains Article Not 
Made Public. 


WHAT THE SLAVS’ GET 


Ally Will Help Their Efforts to 
Expand in Persia and in the 
Balkans. 


Correspondence of the Associated Press. 

TOKIO,' July 10.—Three chief objects 
are attained by the recently concluded 
alliance between Japan and Russia, ac- 
cording to the views of well informed 
political circles in Japan. The first 
is the mutual elimination of the menace 
of hostilities between the two empires 
which hag existed for over half a cen- 
tury and which was not completely 
eradicated by the Russo-Japanese War. 
The second is the strengthening of each 
other’s hands in dealing with the situa- 
tion in China and the affiliation of their 
special interests in that country and the 
Far East generally. 

The third is the relieving of Russia’s 
anxiety as to the protection of her rights 
and spheres of influence in the Far 
East and the consequent strengthening 
of her power to concentrate on the sit- 
uation in the Balkans and in Persia 
she believes vitally to concern her fu- 
ture. 

As to the third point a leading Jap- 
arese journal declares, voicing an opin- 
fon held by diplomats: 

“In return for what Russia does for 
us we must give Russia whole-hearted 
anc vigorous assistance towards the re- 
alization of her national hope of find- 
ing an opening to the Mediterranean by 
way of the Balkan Peninsula.”’ 

The livellest interest has been created 
here by insistent assertions of the Jap- 
anese press that the new convention 
would contain secret clauses. These 
declarations, which were especially em- 
phasized before the convention, Was an- 
nounced to the public caused consider- 
able embarrassment to the Government. 
They were followed by apparently in- 
‘spired articles declaring that there was 
no truth in the pretention of a secret 
arrangement. When the text of the 
alliance was published the Foreign Of- 
fice took the occasion to deny that se- 
cret clauses existed. 

Representative Japanese recognize that 
the United States has a real and altru- 
istic interest in the conservation of the 
integrity of China and practical interest 
in the maintenance of the policy of 
equal opportunity as guaranteed by the 
Takahira-Root agreement and they are 
manifesting great interest as to how 
the new alliance will be received in 
America. As already cabled, the Jap- 
anese Foreign Office told the corre- 
spondent of the Associated Press that 
the convention was an adjunct of the 
alliance with Great Britain based on 
the integrity of China and that the 
agreement with Russia would in no way 
affect the trade interests of the Unit- 
ed States. 

“China will necessarily remain open 
economically to everybody, said a prom- 
inent Japanese. ‘‘We Japanese cannot 
conceive of the United States interfer- 
ing with the rights or interests of Jap- 
anese in the Far East and consequently 
cannot understand how the alliance 
could affect America.”’ 

Scope of Alliance, 

“It should be noted,” t>3 speaker 
went on, “that the alliance is limited 
in its scope to the Far East and that 
questions touching the two empires 
which are outside the domain of this 
part of the world, would presumatly 
fall without the scope of the alli- 
ance. Again it should be observed 
that the word ‘military’ does not ap- 
pear in the text, though military as- 
sistance might perhaps be the out- 
come. I suppose we must decide 
that certain details of the convention 
have not been announced, neverthe- 
less, I think we should feel con- 
vinced that the primary aim of the 
alliance, aside from the protection 
of mutual interests, is the mainte- 
mance of a lasting peace in Eastern 
Asia and the blocking of German at- 
tempts to regain a foothold in China.” 

Pointing out that an agreement has 
existed between Japan and France 
since 1907, based upon the indepen- 
dence and integrity of China, by 
which toth countries mutually © en- 
gage to support.each other for the 
maintenance of the security and 
peace of China and their respective 
territerial rights, Japanese declare 
that the new alliance will operate as

The gay young ‘guardsman seeing the 
world observes the gnarled and wrinkled 
Mexican who sits beside his house and 
piaits a rope, and he sees the younger 
members of the numwerous family treat 
him. with consideration and respect. Ob- 
viously he is an important man, -strick- 
et: by years. Doubtless cne of the old 
dons, fallen on evil days, who triiles 
his dotage away in dreams of his 
former power. Why undeceive the young 
guardsman, by telling him that the 
old man used to live up north cof here 
between Robstown and Mamie, and that 
he came to McAllen when his son and 
his daughter's husband got jovs at 
railroad work. 

A distinct shock, variously received, 
was the discovery by the newly ur- 
rived soldiers that some of the younger 
Mexican children wore no clothing what- 
ever except on important occasions. The 
Shamelessness of these three, four and 
five-year-old citizens was ustounding. 
They stood in the full glare uf pubiic 
vbservation without a blush. The -em- 
barrassed guardsmen bought heavily of 
postcards, proving that what they said 
about the children was true, and en- 
closed them in their letters home. 


Saloons Profusely Decorated. 
The only saloons in McAllen are con- 


ducted by Mexicans. Interior saloon dec- 
Oration, always an interesting subject, 
has reached a high development in this 
section. Deer antlers nailed in rows 
around the walls is the chief item. Oth- 
er articles are stuffed snakes, armadillos 
and bobcats, old guns and pistols, and 
usually a chair or a ship of wood inside 
a bottle. All these things were much ad- 
mired, although New York City has in- 
numerable saloons almost identical with 
those. of McAllen. 

In one of these cantinas sat four mili- 
tiamen at a table drinking beer and con- 
versing earnestly. The talk. was all of 
New York. The point at issue was Six- 
ty-second street and the exact location 
of @ building therein. 

It was a sort of mean trick to impose 
a shiny new town, with a few Mexican 
streets in it, on the New Yorkers as the 
true, old-world heart-of-Mexico stuff, 
but they seem to like it. They are happy 
to be deceived. 

You can’t fool 'em on some things, 
though. That there are 460,000 acres in 
old man McAllen’s ranch is coming it a 
bit too strong. Don't try to make ’em 
beliéve that. Be reasonable. Why, that 
is more land than Morgan or Col. Van- 
derbilt owns! 

And that he has 25,000 cattle, worth $50 
a head, and that he lives in a one-story 
house out in the country 30 miles—eay, 
what are you giving us? You must think 
this outfit is the marines. Why, a man 
thatwell-to-do would live in New York,

Tractor Salesmen ‘at 
Kinloch Park Open an 
Offensive on the Horse 


Gasoline - Propelled Vehicles Are Better and 
Cheaper for Farm Work, They Allege— 
Demonstrations Begin Today. 


Scenes of unwonteéd activity were in 
evidence at Kinloch Park yesterday at 
the opening day of the national tractor 
farming show. The old station on the 
Wabash Railroad, unused to excitement 
since the days of horse racing at Kin- 
Icch, was awakened early yesterday 
morning when the trains pulled in and 
tents and exhibits were unloaded and 
taken to the demonstration grounds, a 
quarter of a mile distant. *The tractors, 
big and small, were overhauled at the 
station and proceeded to the grounds by 
their own power. Fifty carloads of ma- 
chinery arrived yesterday, together with 
16 Pullman cars carrying officials and 
workmen of the show. 

The St. Louis show is the third of 
eight national demonstrations f{ be 
given. It is under the auspices of the 
St. Louis Tractor Farming Association 
and the Implement, Vehicle and Hard- 
ware Association of St. Louis, and will 
be the most important of the eight. Six 
hundred persons will be employed in 
giving demonstrations. Sixty firms are 
showing tractors, 16 are showing plows, 
and there are 2% accessory dealers. 

The demonstrations, which begin to- 
day, will be given on 1800 acres of land 
loaned by farmers of the district. The 
farmers are glad to do this, since it is 
impossible to plow with horses in the 
heat and the plowing is worth $2 an 
acre to them. . 

Preparations have been made at the 
grounds to handle a big crowd. 

Though most of the manufacturers’ 
representatives declare that they cannot 
fille their orders, a stranger with the 
slightest symptomsiof curiosity or inter- 
est can hold their attention as Jong as 
he will listen. 

Horse Is Assailed. 

The tractor man will tell you that the 
average price of farm nore in 1890 was 
$36.20 and that in 1915 it d increascd 
to $108.33. The average yearly cost of 
maintaining a horse is $12.23. The av- 
erage horse works only three hours 2 
day at a cost of 12% cents an hour. Bere- 
cause of the very nature of the horse, it 
is impossible to use him in large power 
units. Ver¥ seldom can more than four 
or five horses be used on one job. The 
indictment of the horse is continued. 
His capacity for work is limited when 
he is most needed. During the rush har- 
vest season, when extra power is most 
needed, he is least dependable. 

The horse needs lots of care and if 
not properly housed will depreciate 
rapidly as a power producer. Proper 
housing, on the basis of 750 cubic 
feet per animal, for eight horses 
would require 6000 cubic feet. A 
tractor of the same power would re- 
quire one-eighth as much space. The 
feed for one horse requires about 1400 
cubic feet—100 for grain and 1300 for 
hay or straw. For eight horses this 
would be 12,000 cubic feet. The feed 
for a tractor is merely a tank or some 
cans placed wherever convenient. 

There is a great deal of work on 
the farm, such as threshing, filling 
the silo, shredding fodder, grinding 
feed, pumping water, sawing wood 
and other jobs that require belt 
power, thata horse is not adapted to 
do. 

“Do all these statements apply to 
the mule?” the patriotic Missourian 
is apt to ask. 

“They do,” says the tractor man 
without hesitation. “And the mule is 
stubborn and Hable to balk when you 
need his power most.” 

Having disposed of the horse's nez- 
ative qualities, the points of the trac- 
tor are taken up. Assuming the av- 
erage cost of a good work horse to 
be $150, a.tractor capable of deliver- 
ing eight mechanical horsepower at 
the drawbar, costs $725. This is ata 
rate of a little over $90 a horgepower. 


PLANT OF WITNESS AGAINST 
LABOR LEADERS DYNAMITED

At the time of the trial Liebling said 
his life had been threatened because he

the methods of the labor union repre- 
sentatives. 

The bombs were placed near the front 
door of the building. Liebling, his wife 
and three children were thrown from 
their beds on the second floor. 

The building was badly damaged and 
windows in the adjoining buildings and 
across the street were broken by the ex- 
plosion. 

Among other things, Liebling told the 
grand jury he had to pay $125 to a union 
representative before he could have a 
plate-glass window in his building re- 
placed.

It ought to appeal to those 
who all along have contended that Berlin, acting 
within its rights, was blameless.

It promises a thorough 
illumination of administration motives and acts 
in dealing with our unfortunate neighbors.

Barthold’s Anglo-Saxon Bogey. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

As Mr. McKay and M. 8. @, have both taken 
exception to the term Anglo-Saxon, I respectfully

Wherein can Mr. Hughes do niore for their 
suppression than Mr. Wilson has done? Instead 
of condemning them unreservedly and support- 
ing every effort for their suppression, he is as- 
serting claim to votes because Mr. Wileon has 
suppressed them. 

In its gathering up of assorted wrong-headed 
views based on half truths, unsparing condemna- 
tions and even its phraseology in parts, the speech 
is a reminder of desperate opposition effort at 
the election that took place during our Own war. 
We may have little doubt that in the perspective 
of the future its denunciations will seem as 
futile, as insufficient, as distorted, as curiously 
difficult to explain as the denunciations in the 
second Lincoln campaign of policies time has 
so splendidly vindicated. 

The charge that Mr. Hughes and the Repub- 
lican party lack an issue is not a mere biased 
charge, formulated by “ins” who want to stay in 
against ‘“‘outs’”’ whom they want to keep out.

R. HARDING—Deat Mr. Hughes: You have 

M been made the Republican party’s candi- 

date for President, and we have come to 

tell you about it. Your running mate is Mr. Fair- 

banks. He won’t run very fast, but the Democrats 

won by resting the tail end of their ticket on Indiana, 
and we ought to succeed with the same take-off. 

You owe your nomination to the German-American 
Alliance. At the time of the convention it main- 
tained headquarters in Chicago and laid its blacklist 
before the Republican party.

F the babies must be kept in town 
during the hot weather, do every- 
thing possible to make them corn- 
fortable.

NEGOTIATIONS 10 


PROVIDE FOOD FOR 
POLAND ARE OFF 


Germany Says Conditions At- 
tached to U. S. Offer by Eng- 
land Are Responsible. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 1.—Germany has 
informed the United States that on “‘‘ac- 
ecunt of the impracticable conditions im- 
posed by Great Britain upon the ship- 
ments of foodstuffs from America into 
Poland” further negotiations for co-op- 
eration in Polish relief work are devoid 
of purpose. 

Owing to favorable harvest prospects, 
however, the imperial Government says 
relief apparently will be unnecessary 
after Oct. 1. 

The German position is stated In a 
note handed to Mr. Gerard July 2 and 
made public today at the State Depart- 
ment. 

It apparently is a final rejection of 
Great Britain’s offer made in a recent 
communication acquiesced in by France 
to permit the passage of American food 
supplies into Poland on conditions that 
the occupying Teutonic armies would 
not seize or remove native products. 

No mention is made of President Wil- 
son's personal letter to Emperor Wil- 
helm, similar to those sent to other Eu- 
ropean rulers appealing for joint action 
in arranging to feed the starving Poles. 
The note is in reply to identical com- 
munications sent by the State Depart- 
ment to all of the belligerents concerned. 
The text follows: 

‘From the very beginning the imperial 
Government declared its readiness to 
offer its. assistance in order that the 
distress apparent in those parts of Rus- 
sia which are occupied by German 
troops and systematically wasted and 
deprived of all victuals for the use of 
the remaining inhabitants by the _ re- 
treating Russian hosts be eased by the 
relief work of the United States of 
America, which is organized on such a 
great scale. The imperial Government 
has particularly offered all guarantees 
consistent with the requirements of war 
that the imported foodstuffs will only 
serve the needs of the population of 
the territory occupied. 

“Accordingly the American relief 
might have been released several months 
ago with the same provisions as in 
Northern France had not the Govern- 
ment of Great Britain prevented its ac- 
complishment by clinging to its un- 


this way it has become practically im- 
possible to convey a considerable amount 
of foodstuffs from America to Poland 
by the expiration of the term set, as the 
end of the relief work is Oct. 1. Ac- 
cordingly, further negotiations are de- 
void of purpose. 

*‘But, on the other hand, thanks to the 
intense culture of the land_affected by 
the imperial Government by using the 
means available and every effort possl- 
ble in the occupied territory, and owing 
to the favorable harvest prospects, a 
relief action after Oct. 1, 1916, can ap- 
parently be dispensed with. The fact 
that the population of Poland and Lith- 
uania will to some extent suffer until 
the new crop is lodged and later:on will 
sometimes have to put up with straight. 
ened circumstances can therefore not be 
laid to the blame of the imperial Gov- 
ernment, but to that of Great Britain.”’
